Thrivent Financial for Lutherans came into being 
when Aid Association for Lutherans and Lutheran 
Brotherhood merged in 2003. Thrivent is a Fortune 
500 financial organization which manages billions of 
dollars and serves over three million members. 
Services provided by Thrivent include investment 
services, retirement planning, business strategies, 
systematic giving such as "Simply Giving", partners 
with "Habitat for Humanity", and offers to each 
church a set amount to be used for projects that will 
benefit its members each year. Thrivent provides 
Baptismal medallions and Confirmation crosses for 
our congregation free of charge. 

In 2006, Thrivent gave 90% of the funds needed 
for "Habitat for Humanity" to build a home in 
Albuquerque for a mother with two children. It 
offered $1,600 to Faith Lutheran Church for projects 
such as buying chairs for and redecorating our 
Fellowship Hall and helping to buy a refrigerator for 
our kitchen. Thrivent encourages church members 
to work together to foster good relations, to get 
acquainted with other members and to help one 
another.
